i £ARt Night we received the joyful News of the Surrender of Cork, and the particulars of that Siege, 


© which were as followcth : ; 
On the 2ath of Seprember 1690. The whole Fleet ſcat with the Earl of Malborough , having 
1 made the Coaſt of Ireland towards Night, lay by, and next Morning by break of Day they ſtood in 
'Fot the Harbours Mouth, there were on each fide cwo Block-bouſes, on cach of which were 4 picces of Can» 
x00, and which played very warmly ; bur as ſoon as two of our Frigots had plaid a Breadfide, they quitted 
theſe Forts and run away» About 12at Noon the Ships came as bigh as Paſſage ; where was allo anocher Re> 
doubt ; But as ſoon as the Enemy efpied our Men landing in Boats, they jcoured as hard as they could drive. 
Here part of our Men landed that Night and Encamped. The next Moroing, being the 229, the reſt were de® 
barqued, and began co march up towards the Town, which was 6 miles thence ; they arrived at Nighe with- 
in 4 mile of it, and there encamped. The 23d the Earl of Malborough ſent a Summons to the Governour to ſur» 
reader; which he very percmprorily anſwered,and hung out 2 Bloody Flag, firing ſeveral Guns. But there beiog
